The Mayor has lssued his proclamation for-
bianing processions and meetings, and order-
ing the glosing of all bar-raoms on elestion day.
The politioal organizstion of the Yonng Men's
Conservative Club bas declded wo forego its in-
tended parade.

The radlenl amthorities withdrew thelr a?pll-
cation to the Mayor to appolnt a portion of the
Bpecial toree hundred polios from radlecal eltl-
zens, leaving him to take the responsiblliity of
selecting an entirely tisan foroe. He made
the appointmenta to-duy, snd ohose s portion
of the men from the radioal element,

A new regiment of State militia is rapldly or-
ganiging In the vielnity,

Despile all these preparations ngainst an ont-
break, the public mind is very uneasy. Husi-
ness will partially suspended on election
day, and many merchanis and ellizens, sspe-
olnlly those who are disfranchised or ara not
voters, are preparing to leave the olty to-
morrow, talklog with them thelr wives and
familles,

Captain Cramer, an ex-Federal officer, who
has gettied In this Btate, and who has been ag-
slgting in the duties of the reglstration commis-
sloner, was nesaulied and knoclted sonseloss to-
day at the Chattunoogn depot by & man for
whose loyalty he had refosed o vouoh,

L'a&tam Hamilton, commanding & company
of Blate Goards at i‘uﬂly. n MeNary county,
reports to General Cooper that some eighteen
or iwenty armed guerillas dashed into the town
on Friday night, and attacked him. A desaltory
skirmish continued until daylight, when the
troops oharged and drove the guerillas from the
town on the road down the Tenncssoe river,
They suffered a loss of three wounded, the State
troops escaping without loss, On the next day
a Ilag-ninlnf by Loyal League, in which the
troops participated, led to a disturbance, in
which a Bergeant was shot and the Bherll of
the oounty mortally wounded,

Ad toh from Knoxville slated that Ethe-
ridge and the Congressional mndldntaa Wil-
inms, were not permitted Lo spealk te-day at
Jucksboro, They were followed oat of town by
thecrowd, who firea plstols and threw stones,
one of the latter sirikipg and Injuring Wil-
llems, They subsequently addressed a moel-
ipg at Ollnton, which was followed by a slight
disturbanoce, in which one or two were slightly

urt,

It is sald that the conservative plan In the
present canvass is to secure the election of their
candidates for the Legisiature, with a view of
returning Presldent Johnson to the United
Stales Senate next year. They openly confess
thelr lnabllity 1o eleot Etherliige, and henoce
have started Independeny radical eandidates,

Trotting Mateh nt the Riverside Track,
Bostom, Beltween Dexter and Brown
Goorge and Mate—Dexter the Winner
in Three BStraight Hoats — The Best
Timme Ever Made on & Half-mile Track,

' Boarox, July 30,—There were eight jthousand

persons present from Boston and suburbs on

the Riverside track this afternoon, to witnesa
the trot between Dexter, in harness, Brown

George and running mate. There never were

#0 MADY persons present on the track belore,

and this was in a great measure to see the “King

of the Turf,” rather than to see the fast time.

Of course there was no betting except on time,

and this was fixed at 2'22, althomgh many

marked a8 high as 2°25. The judges were

Mesere, Cavacaugh, of New York; A. Carpenter,

of Hartford; apd Colonel James Cheney, of

Manchester, N. H. Hoon after the time an-

nounced the horses were culled on the track.

There were two Inlse starts made, Dexter

having the inalde position. On the second

attempt the word was given and the race com-

menced, . a
First Heat—Tue word was given with the geld-

ing to the fore full half leng’gl. and in bis inside
lace he made the most of it, leading three
engths &t the quarter pote, This was retmned

Deseripilon of the New York Dead-Hounse
- Disposition Made of the Bodies -
Inmatos of the Morgue—Bhadews on
the Wall—-The Unknown Dead.

On the u !n.r side of Twenty-sixth street, and
ve uurP e edge o1 Kany river, Is an utr':pre-
tending spartment, situated on the ground
floor of the Bellavue Hospital, bearing, in severe
gilt lotters over the door, a name whioh instantly
glves rise to many mournful reflections, but
which irresistibly nitracts the attention of the
passer-by, It Is “THe Monaur'" The room
devoted to this use s small—goaroely A foot
uare,
“ﬁmmedlalalf upon entering, you are siruock
b t%ﬂ general appropristencss of the lnterior,

e floor s made of small bricks, the alternst.
ing red and white of whieh form a curious
checker-work. There is a 'Frenlllng dampness
in the alr, but it 18 oool and pleasant, The room
is divided inw two compartments of aboub
¢qual Fize, the separation beinga gliss 1=
tion, commencing at the strect door and run-
ning the length of the apartment, The right-
hand side 0f this partition 18 atterly devold of
furniture, The only object upon the bare
while wall 1s & walnut-lramed oopy of the
Rrinled rales and regulations of the Morguas,
‘bey are simple and few. They desoribe the
disposition made of the nnknown dead bodles
which are brought to the Institution, and the
time thoy are preserved for identifleation, The
ginss room, a8 the other compartment may be
called, I8 devoted to the exposure of the bodles,
It contalne four wables, with iron framos and
heavy marble slabs for tops,

pon Lhese tables the bodles, afler belng
siripped naked, with the exception of a cover-
ing about the lolns, are lald on thelr beoks,
Indig-rubber tubes are suspended from tho cetl-
ing, and from these s constantdripping of water
fulls upon the rforehead of the dead to lcoep It
fresh and cool untll identiflcation shall have
talcen plaoce, or the time explires for the extm-
surs of the body. Twently-four hours is the
usual time, I the remalns are ldentlfied vhey
are given into the bands of friends, togetber
with whatever olothing and other property
may have been found upon the body; If no wden.
ufleation takes place, the corpas, after the usual
ingquest of the Coroner, ls interred, and the
effects which eame with It are kept a number
of months for whomsoever mayfoeall for nnd
identify tham,

This dead-bouse of the metropolls 18 not so
thickly and Inoessantly peopled as the Parisian
institution from which it vorrows ils name.
Certninly, In all consclencs, we have victlms
mmnqh of erime and gell-murder, but the aplios
meral tempernment whiech givesa Lo the SBelne
an addivonnl number of sulcldes In oloudy
weather Is seldom a characteriatie of our popu-
lation, and the “found drowned,” asa general
thing, form a comparatively small portion of
those wrelched unknowns who are brought to
the glass exhibition of the Bellevue ded-house,

Frequently the tables are found entirely
emply, At such times the visitors are fow
being mostly confined to philanthropic old
gentlemen, strangers in the ¢ity, who move ob-
servantly about the cool, mosalced hall, or curls
ously study the rules and regulations, with
chins supported medilatively by their gold-
headed ennes, Bal scarcely a wee with-
out the marble tables of the Morgue showing
one or more sad candidates for recognition.
They all give rise to thousands of suggestlons;
and It would appenr that the dark mysteries o
the Morgue aré sufficient to supply,romancers
with inspiration for their claborated fotions
for any length of thme. The result of all
crimes, all phases of sudden death, are to be
found here. You are Inspired by the atmo-
sphere of the place with o vislonary ldea of
hundreds of blood-red hands ralsed agalast the
blank wall. The long splinter of summer sun-
shine which plerces the casement in the
rear 18 transformed inlo the glittering degger
of the midnlght assassin,

Perchance the spirit which was once the anl-
mation of that poor stabbed clay npon the tres-
tles saw but once the deadly glitter ere the steel
was burled 1o the breast; but it Is muate wod
gllent now. The ghost of the murdered one
may shriek avengingly in the unknown vil-
Inin's ear, but the closed ayes are incapable of
aoousation, and the poor pale face I8 valnly up-
tarned as If pleading with dumb eloguence for
the pitying tear of some (riend who comes not.
A sbadow, us of flerce hands In a swrangling
death-grip, I8 flang against the wall by the
strange npperwork of the window-frame, Those
hands, and those alone, must have enolreled
the thin neck of that poor woman corpse lﬁm}
on the second lable; for there are the marks o
thumb and nnEor on the throat, the straining
eyoballs seem bursting throogh the concealing
lidn, and a shriek of horror 18 frozen on the
pain-wreathed, parted lips.

There 18 more and yet more to be seen and
fancled. The bowed shutters of ons ol the win-
dows In the rear are blown open by & breath of
the awakening wind without, & flarry of light
darts across the walls, and for one instant there
18 a chungiog pleture of marder before the eyes,
gpeotrally distinet, Now you ses Lthe recking,
lightless bhy-lane; Lhe lonely passenger approact -
Ing; the sinister eyes awalting him in the
sbhadow of the stoop; the stealihy, encompss-
ing, single startied exclamation, and the swift
garrote of the serpent-like arm encireling the
neck from behind: the sure, sudden stab
between the shoulder-blades, or the whirring
plummet of the slung-shot falllng upon unoon-
sclous temples; the rupid ritling of the poolcets;
the basty, slinking, guilty retréeal; and s corpss
left motionless on the sidewalk, dimly revealed
in the scant moonshine that struggles through
the raln-clouds,

Then, according to the surroundings, the fly
ing phantom chenges on the wall on 8o
the unoonsclous drunkard pushed from the
door of the rum-hole whers Le has been
drugged and robbed; ﬁtu see bim totter reellng
from the high stoop, 1 upon his head, and be
allent—"found dead {n the strect: name un-
known; sup to have come to his death
from & fall while intoxieated.” Then the dark
edge of the river, the strange sailor peering
through the darkness of the outline of his ship,
the cat-1ike advance of the lonthsome “wharf-
rat” from behind, the cowardly blow with allck
or stone, the posb into the water, and the fout-
ing body of tge strapger, “supposed 0 bo & sea-
iaring man from his dress; no valuables found
u the n.,” Or you ecatoh & brosder view
ol the nweo?ln stream, with tho dim silhoustte
of a lone, friendless women frantioally rushing
along the pler for the fatal plange:—

And with the rapid evanescence of the fanoy,
the shadowy oullines form and re-form them-
selves into every concelvable shape o gullty
darkness and erime, with only the cold, nude
bodies before the oyes s muts evidences of Lhe
wickedness done, until the sunshine slowly
broadens over the blank walls, and the tell-tale
shadows disa r before the fresh, bealthiul
breeze that blows through the easemate, and
geems to know naught of soylhing that is not
life-giving and beautiful,

It is hardly worth while glving any statistics
of the Morgue, Our dally pollos reports lu.ﬂ)ly
intormution of nll bodies taken thers, and the
tale does not materially differ from day to day
and from yoar to year. But the slghts to be
peon there are manifold and lonteresting. The
victims of every orlme, from asspssluation Lo
self-murder, people the dead-honse. On ong

THE EXCHANGE OF PRISONERS.

Another Lettor from Hx-Commissloner
Ould,

General Robert Onld has written the follow-
ing letter to one of the editors of the Nalional
Indeiligencer:—

Rionmonp, July 18.—~My Dear 8ir:i—I have
rend the remarkable discussion in the House,
Mr, Eldtioge is substantially right in what he
sald. I otfered early in August to deliver all
the sick and wounded prisoners we had without
requiring equivalents for them, [ would have
made the ofler earlier, but for the fact that some
considerable time before I had made an offer of
exchange, man for man, to which I conld get no
response, 1 walled for a response until early in
Avgust, and lailing to receive one, 1 then
made the offer above named, at the same time
urmng haste on the part of the United
Hrates Government, a¢ the mortality among
the Federal rriaum-rﬁ was very great. Durlog
the inlli] again snd again nreed haste, giviog the
game reason. 1 informed the Federal authori-
ties that if they would send transportation for
16,000 men to the mouth ot the Savannah river
I would furpish that vumber of sick and
wounded, and that 1 wounld fill up any deficieucy
with we!l prisoners, | did not require a cor-
responding delivery of our prisoncrs, though 1
expressed the deeire that they might be sent,
From early in Augnst we were not only ready,
but apxious to make thig delivery, It was our
urpose, as well as our offer, to continne the de-
livery ot the slck und wounded at sll the depots
of prigsoners, and upon the terms mentioned;
that is, "without requiring equivalente. Trans-

rtation was not sent until December, The

pited States nuthoritics brought in that mouth
some 8000 prisoners to the mouth of the Savaunah
river, snd received over 18,000 in retarn, many
of whom were well men., The 3000 delivered
presented as melancholy a spectacle as Ander-
sonville ever disclosed, BMost, if not all, of
them had been brought from Hlmira, Some
died between Elmira and Baltimore—many be-
tween Baltinore and Savannah., I do not be-
lieve ten per cent. of the number are alive
now. All these [acts are kpown to Federal
officers. HRebels may he, but yet the fact is
fully established by otheér evidence that the
Federal authorities sent 8000 and recelved
18,000. They would have received more if there
had been accommodation. Why was transport-
atlon eent to Suvanuah for the prisoners nnless
I had agreed to deliver them? hy were 13,000
delivered and only 5000 received, if I lnsisted on
recelving equivalents? There 13 nothing in the
published correspondence referred to by Gene-
ral Butler which, in any manner, conlests any

one of the facts I have mentioned., Gen-
eral Mulford will sustaln everything
| have herein written, He ia a

man of honor avd couraege, and I do not think
will hesitate to tell the trath, T think it would
pe well for you to make an appeal to him, ast
has become 8 question of veracity, General
Butler says the proposition was made in the
fall, and that Y00 J’ soncrs were delivered., It
was in AuFuut, and over 13,000 were delivered,
If you will get Pollard’s “Lost Cause,” and refer
to the chapter on exchange, there you will find
the whole quesiion accurately stated., Every
word of the chapter is troe, 50 far as it

tends to give facts. The book was publlahej by
subscription, by Treat & Co., of New York,
Yon can make public any portion of this letter,
1 defy contradiction as to any statement [ have
wade, and challenge scrutiny.
